Many  of  the  fnends  and  correspondents  who  have  kindly  assisted  me,  and  many  of 
the  works  which  I  have  had  most  frequent  occasion  to  consult,  are  necessarily  referred  to 
in  an  abbreviated  form.  As  the  latter  are  likely  to  be  useful  to  any  one  who  carries  out 
a  similar  undertaking  to  this,  I  give  the  names  and  titles  in  full.  It  need  hardly  be  said 
that  this  list,  of  works  referred  to,  includes  but  a  small  fraction  of  those  actually  consulted.
